The Mmited train which left Duluth at 1 
o'clock Saturday afternoon had an experi- 


ence north of this place that will place 


the entire crew on the roll of heroes. They 
came to within a mile and a half of this 
place through the smoke, although Engi- 
meer Root could not see 100 feet away. 
The fires were bearing down on them from 
every side, and there seemed no chance 
for their lives but to go ahead. The num- 
ber of fiseing homesteaders and residents 
at this place along the track was so great 


that finally the engine was stopped and as 


many as could get aboard the train were 
on. Meantime the engineer's 
clothes caught fire, as did also those of his 
fireman, and both men seemed nearly over- 
come by the fury of the flames which 
seized on the engine. Fireman McGown 
put out the fire on his own clothes by 
jumping in the water tank and threw water 
on Engineer Root, who stayed at his post, 
holding the throttle and nerving himself 
to stand to duty though he perished. 
There seamed no chance ahead, and the 
, train was backed at full epeed as soon as 
the refugees were aboard until the swamp 
near Skunk Lake, six miles north of here, 
was reached, where the passengers and 
over 250 residents of Hinckley, who had 
Doarded the train, buried themselves in 
the mud. ‘They remained there through 
the night and early in the morning were 
brought down the road, many badly burned 
and broken down by the experience. The 
Windows in the coaches were burst by the 
heat, and a number of men became crazed 
by the excitement and terror and chrew 
themselves out of the windows to their 
deaths. The cars were all on fire before 
the swamp ‘was reached and the entire train 
was soon in ashes, the tender being also 
burned. : 
Engineer Root was taken to his home 
at White ‘Bear, Physicians hope he may 
recover, although his inhaling the hot 
emoke and air may be too much for him. 
The glass in the cab-windows broke and 


he was badly cut about the head, while |

It is not 
thought any other trains have been caught 
in the fires. None are running today. All 
bridges have been burned and in some 
places the track is useless. The rails are 
twisted out of shape and the ties are 
burned. Only one additional body has 
been found at this place this morning, 
and it is likely the dead here will not 
‘exceed 200, the figure given last night. 
All bodies will be buried forthwith, as it 
will te impossible to keep them any 
longer. A call has been sent to the twin 
cities for more shovels and men to bury 
the dead, and they will get here on relief 
trains during the afternoon 

A PITIFUL FATE. 

Scenes Which Greet the Traveler’s 
Eye Along the Road. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ST. PAUL, Sept. 3.—A Pine City special 
to the Pioneer-Press says that words can- 
not tell the story of death and destruc- 
tion that is revealed to the traveler in the 
St. Paul and Duluth relief-train from 
Mission Creek to two miles above the 
Jittle town cf Miller, or Sandstone Junction. 
The awfulness of the desdlation which 
strikes upon the eye of the observer as he 
Teaches the camp, which was once the 
town of Hinckley, is still more strongly 
impressed upon the mind as he journeys 
northward. This morning the smoke had 
lifted, revealing a landscape bare and 
black, the few standing trees being charred 
to a height of forty feet, while the ground 
was of that peculiar tint of brown sand 
mixed with gunpowder, for the grass had 

been burned even to the roots. Here and 
there in the black and dreary stretches 
of country in what is now a great lone 
land, was sven the body of a deer whose 
fleet feet had not been able to outrun the 
flames, or of a human being who had been 
powerless against the grim destroyer. | 

A Pioneer-Press mun accompanied Judge 
Nethaway of Stillwater and the members 
of a relief party which siarted on a hand- 
car loaded with provisions to relieve the 
people of Sandstone, who were reported in 
great distress. Two miles above Hinckley 
they found lying by the trunk of a tree 

body of a man, which was evidently 
that of a lumberman. The party pro- 


ceeded as far as Skunk Lake, where the 


Duluth limited train was burned. Here 
they found Engineer Williams in charge of 
a gang of men rebuilding the burned 
bridges. From them it was learned that 
the people living at Sandstone had been 
taken to Duluth by special trains on Sun- 
day night, and their pressing necessities 
were relieved, so that help from Pine City 
Was not needed. The party, therefore, 
resolved itself into one of search for the 
bodies of the victims of the disaster. 

The house of John Robinson was near 
Skunk Lake, in the edge of the woods, 


and the family sought refuge in the 
cellar. There was no escape from the 


fire, and the party found the bodies of 
John Robinson and his wife and Mary, 
their eldest daughter, and two small chil- 
dren. All the clothing was burned from 
the bodies, but the victims had evidently 
‘been suffocated before the flames reached 
them. The hands of the eldest daughter 
were uplifted, with the palms together, in 
an attitude of prayer. 8 
Within six hundred yards of the spot 
where Engineer Root stopped his train 
Was a long trench, running from the lit- 
tle body of water, which proved a place 
“ot safety for the passengers on the lim- 
ited, to a swamp on the lake. Following

rived at Sandstone Junction, or Miller, as 
it is generally called, it was met by nearly 
the entire population of Sandstone and 
Miller. The depot platform at Miller had 
been burned and ‘there was not a house 
left standing anywhere in view. About 
170 people were taken aboard and a mes- 


Senger was sent to Sandstone which noti- 


fied the people of the arrival of the reNef 
train. Very few remained, and they were 
‘there ‘with loved ones lying dead. No one 
was burned se who was not fatally 
4njured. There was no attempt to care for 
the dead who were scattered through the 
streets of the town. 

LINES OF DEAD. 

Everything inflammable at Sandstone 
was destroyed, and today’s investigation 
brought the number of dead at that place 
up to sixty-two, with twenty-one more 
missing. Webster, the father of Mayor Lee 
“Webster of this town, was among the dead, 
and this afternoon Mr. Webster went to 
Sandstone to bury his father and mother. 
The scene at Sandstone as described by 
Mr. Webster was heartrending. The 
streets of the town were only lines of sand 
between heaps of ashes. Within these 
lines lay forty bodies scattered at random, 
and twenty-two more were found afterward 
in the outskirts of the town and along the 
hollows and marshes toward the river 
bank. The bodies were lying exposed to 
the sun and rain alike, and were rapidly 
decomposing. They were identified as far 
as possible, and will be buried Tuesday. 
The Duluth people are looking after the 
care and the relief of the people on the 
line north of Hinckley. They are doing 
their work well, and will see that no one 
of the living is allowed to suffer for food 
or clothing. 

One of the marvellous circumstances of 
the occasion is the escape of so many cat- 
tle and horses. Many were absolutely un- 
scathed, though no one can tell how they 
escaped the ordeal of fire. Others were 
pitifully burned, and steps are already 
being taken to put them out of their mis- 
ery. A squad of militiamen went out and 
killed an ox this afternoon. The animals 
were without food untii late this afternoon, 
when the relief train brought up some hay. 
The cows were in great suffering, not 
having been milked for two days. Tomor- 
row morning the carcasses of the dead ani- 
mals, which are becoming very offensive, 
will be put out of the way by burial or 
burning. 

In the afternoon following the rain, a 
strong breeze sprung up from the south, 
and soon the flames which had been 
quenched to smouldering ashes by the 
showers, were again fanned to a blaze, and 
hundreds of columns of smoke began to 
ascend from the woods. The fire will not 
be out for many days, unless there are 
heavy rains, but there is no danger, as the 
underbrush is burned out clean, and there 
The in- 
tehsity and insatiability of the fire can be 
seen from the fact that on the corduroy 
roads, where the logs were buried under 
several feet of earth, they are entirely 
eaten out, the fire eating its way through 
under the entire width of the road. 

DISTRESS AT SANDSTONE. 

SANDSTONE .(Minn.,) Sept. 3.—All that 
remains of what was once the prosperous 
village of Sandstone is tie small shack 
used by the Sandstone company for an 
office, and this would have met ‘he fate of 
the other buildings but for the fact that 
it was located near the quarry, and the 
flames missed it. Crowded into this build- 
ing and ferryhouse were over 200 people 
who had lost their homes and everything 
that they possessed except the clothing 
they wore. 

‘When the St. Paul and Duluth relief- 
train, which left Duluth at 4 o'clock, ar- 
rived at Miller’s Junction, word was re- 
ceived that the town of Sandstone was en- 
tirely burned, and the people were in 
need of immediate assistance. A party of 
the Relief Committee aboard the train 
started with provisions to look after the 
destitute people. After passing the Bast- 
ern Minnesota tracks, and just before 
coming to the glowing coals and ashes that 
marked all that remained of Sandstone,

As 
far as could be learned between forty and 
fifty bodies were scattered about the streets 
burned to a crisp. The Relief Committee 
had paid but little attention to bodies, as 
the living required immediate attention. 
The town boasted of a water works plarit, 


whole of Kettle River would not have had 
any effect on the solid sheet of flame that 
advanced on the town and swept it out 
of existence in less than an hour. The 
relief-train took back about 245 people to 
Duluth for aid. 

At Sandstone Junction, H.. Lind’s wife 
and five children have perished. Lind was 
also badly burned, but is stili alive.

afternoon from Duluth who has yet reached 
Minneapolis. The other passengers: from 
this end of the line, finding they could 
go no further, stopped at Pine City, and 
returned to Minneapolis on the first train 
coming this way. Mrs. Lawrence says the 
first evidences of the fire were noticeable 
about ten miles the other side of Hinck- 
ley, when the air became almost suffo- 
cating.  . 

One mile the other side of Hinckley 
about fifty. persons rushed toward the 
train, screaming frantically. The engineer, 
seeing the danger they were in if they 
remained, stopped the train, to let them 
aboard. The heat became intense, and 
‘the whole Volcano of fire seemed to burst 
out in a. mighty effort to wipe the train 
and its occupants off the face of the earth. 
At the first rush of the flames toward 
the cars the window panes went out with 
a crash, and the train began slowly to re- 
turn to Skunk Lake. People screamed 
and men jumped through the car windows. 
The ‘wild ‘scramble was horrible. Every 
person was for himself, and did not care 
how he got out of the swirling, crackling 
flames. Mrs. Lawrence's dress caughi 
fire, but she extinguished the flames. 

J saw two Ohinamen,“ she said, “who 
were paralyzed by fright, but made no 
effort to get away, but simply hid their 
heads under the seat and were burned to 
death. I stood it as long as I could, and 
then I rushed out of the car, jumping over 
one or two persons who were lying: on 
the ground injured. Some of the people 
jumped into Skunk Lake, but I simply ran 
along the ties, which the fire had not 
burned “away, and, after keeping it up 
until my strength gave out, I fell down 
between the rails. I expected every min- 
ute that my dress would burn away from 
my body. I put out the fire half a dozen 
times, and I had to hold my hand over 
the baby’s face to keep it from suffo- 
eating. 

Sunday morning Mrs. Lawrence was 
picked up in the middle of the track, about 
two miles the other side of Hinckley, by a 
relief party. from Duluth that had made 
the trip on a Handcar.

“Hinckley is thus told by Lobdell: 

“TY have been a traveling man for the 
past dozen years and have been over the 
Dututh lire so many times that I felt safe 
in making a trial. I was so well ac- 
quainted with the location of streams that 
I thought if we got in a tight place we 
could run into one of them and save our- 
selves. We had to lose all of our baggage 
and we ‘had nothing besides the clothes 
we wore, and each had a Hght overcoat.* 
With the rest Mr. Anderson lost $12,000 
of bonds, which could not be replaced. We 
got along pretty well for the first half 
hour, but then the smoke me 80 
‘thick we could not see fifty feet in front 
of us. We were in great danger of being 
suffocated. We could pot see the track 
and the ties were burning beneath us. 
Bach one of us took an overcoat and 
wrapped it about his Head, leaving only a 
small opening to breathe. 

“To add to the horror of dhe situation, 
every little while we would come across a 
dead body. We were only saved by oc- 
casionally arriving at a railway. cut, where 
there was generally but Mttle moke. Two 
miles above Hinckley the dead bodies began 
to grow thicker. Most of them had died 
from suffocation. In several cases they 
had saved their heads by running them 
Into sand heaps only to have their bedles 
60 badly burned that they could not sur- 
vive. In one place we found four dead 
in one heap, a mother and three children. 
She had laid them on ithe ground and 
then laid down on them in an attempt to 
cover them. Every shred of clothing was 
burned from them. On the way down to 
Hinckley we counted itwenty-nine bodies. 
Many people ran directly into the woods 
where they had no chance for escape.” 

_ Lobdell and his companions found a 
wagon-bridge and went in a round-about 
way to a point south of Mission Creek, 
where they found a handcar and went to

The New Officers Chosen—Delegates 
Stirred Up by a Letter from 
J. Sterling Morton—The

DENVER, Sept. 3.—The third National 
Irrigation Congress convened töday. About 
two hundred delegates, representing sev- 
enteen States and Territories, were pres- 
ent, besides representatives from Canada, 
Russia, Mexico and other foreign coun- 
tries. William E. Smythe, chairman of 
the National Executive Committee, deliv- 
ered the opening address. Gov. Waite, 
Mayor Van Horn and President Byers of 
the Chamber of Commerce, welcomed the 
delegates. 

. Ex-Gov. Prince cf New Mexico introduced 
a resolution, giving every person who has 
come to the convention the fight to par- 
ticipate, regardless of 
by the Los Angeles convention. It was 
erred to the Committee on Credentials. 
on. L. Q. Cannon of Salt Lake was unan- 
imously chosen temporary chairman. 

On,reassembling, the Committee on Cre- 
dentials submitted a resolution, which 
was adopted, to the effect that each State 
and Territory represented be entitled to 
fits full vote, and that all persons ap- 
pointed by any authority be permitted a 
voice in determining how the vote of 
his State or Territory shail’ be cast. 

The appointment of committees on Per- 
manent Organization, Resolutions and 
Rules and Order of Business, each con- 
wisting of one delegate from each State 
and Territory was the next business trans- 
acted. After a dhort recess the Commit- 
tee on Permanent Organization 
mended for permanent officers of the Con- 
gress: Edward Mead of Wyoming, pres:- 
dent; John C. Foster of Kansas, first vice- 
president; Thomas L. Smith of Colorado, 
secretary; A. M. West of California, first 
assistant secretary; H. V. Hinckley of Kan- 
sas, second assistant secretary. Vice-pres- 
idents from each State and Territory were 
also named. The report was unanimously 
adopted.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—The case of 
Antonio Ezéeta of San Salvador is set. for 
hearing before Judge Morrow in the United 
States District Court on Tuesday. It is 
probable that Carlos Urrutia, formerly 
private secretary to Carlos Ezeta, the de- 
posed President ‘of the republic, will be 
one of the chief witnesses for Antonio 
during these proceedings. He has arrived: 
from New York, and has: paid a visit 
to Gen. Bzeta at the latter’s hotel. The 


‘general received Urrutia cordially, knowing 


that he brought word from Carlos, who is 
now in Durope. 

In an interview the ex-secretary stated 
that Carlos left New York about the mid- 
dle of July for Paris, where he will re- 
main a short time, and then he will re- 
side permanently in Madrid, Spain. Senor 
Urrutia said that one of the immediate in- 
centives of the late revolution was be- 
cause President Ezeta made a law pro- 
hibiting the introduction of silver into 
the republic. It was his intention to 
place gold on the same basis, but a strong 
protest was made by the wealthy agri- 
culturists. Furthermore, the Salvadorans 
who are mostly of the Catholic religion, 
made a Vigorous fight against a law grant- 
ing absolute divorce. 

During the revolt at Santa Ana, one of 
the principal leaders, says Senor Urrutia, 
was Francisco Hurtado, who had a busi- 
ness transaction with Vice-President An- 
tonio Ezeta, to whom Hurtado owed $30,- 
000. Hurtado not being able to pay the 
money, eta seized his property. This 
caused ill-feeling on the part of Hurtado, 
and he vowed vengeance. o saw 
his opportunity and he immediately made 
war against the Ezetas, and, during the 
revolution, was made commander of the 
stronghold at Santa Ana. 

Notwithstandin that Honduras and Nie- 

aragua had ised not to interfere 
either One way or the other, both govern- 
ree broke their promise and allowed 
men to be sent out to help the rebels. 
On May 3 Antonio Ezeta had gone to the 
front with a large army, and when he 
was wounded the command of the army 
rested. on Gen, Leon Botanos; but a re- 
port was soon circulated that Antonio 
Ezeta had died, and that caused the de- 
moralization of the army. President Car- 
los, seeing no hope for victory, left Salva- 
dor with his Minister of War, a number 
of officers and his secretary on June 3 
for Panama, and then went to New York.

St. Clair Granted a Respite by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Thomas St. 
Clair, one of the murderous sailors of 
the bark Hesper’s crew, under sentence td 
be hanged on September 21, has been 
granted a respite till October 2 by Pres- 
ident Cleveland. Two others of the crew 
are under sentence of death for the same 
crime, the killing of Mate Fitzgerald; and 
the execution of St. Clair is delayed pend- 
ing the action of the United States Su- 
preme Court on the appeal of their cases. 
A similar appeal in St. Clair’s case has al- 
ready been passed on, and the sentence of 
the lower court sustained, so there is little 
probability of a contrary decision in the 
other cases. It is probable the three mu- 
tinous sailors will be hanged together. 

The three condemned men were of the 
crew that conspired to kill off all of the 
officers of the Hesper, including the cap- 

tain’s family, save his ‘wife, who was to be 
kept a prisoner, and then to cruise as pi- 
rates over the southern seas. The killing 
of Mate Fitzgerald as he paced the quar- 
ter-deck one dark night, was the first step 
agreed upon. Fitzgerald’s body was 
thrown over by the murderers, and when 
the captain came on deck, early in the 

morning, he was told that the mate had 

fallen into the sea and drowned, but there 
on the quarter-deck were the tell-tale 
blood-stains that the murderers had been 
unable to wash from the boards. 

Before night came on again, one of the 
conspitators confessed all to the captain, 
and the plotters were thus foiled.

SAN PEDRO TRAGEDY. 


But Little New Light on the Brutal 
Murder. 


The funeral of Manuel Watson, who was 
killed last Saturday, will be held tomor- 
row morning instead of today. From a 
person who had an opportunity to make a 
close examination of the body some fur- 
ther details of the tragedy were learned 
yesterday. The nose waa broken, a bruise 
showing on the front of the nose just be- 
low the bridge. There was no other abra- 
sion near it, and it looked as though the 
nose had been broken by a single blow of 
some hard instrument. A mark of heavy 
hitting was to be seen on the middle of 
the upper lip about midway between the 
edge of the lip and the nose. The upper 
jaw under this mark was split and one of 
the teeth was entirely broken away. Two 
more of ‘the upper teeth were broken loose. 
Just behind and under the left ear was 
what felt like an indentation of the skull 
surrounded by a rim of swelling. The in- 
dentation extended diagonally and might 
perhaps have been caused by a kick from 
the toe of a heavy shoe. 

Bach of the three injuries about the 
head was surrounded by unbruised skin, 
which made it appear unreasonable to be- 
lieve a wheel of the wagon had run over 

The knife twou was a short distance 
below the left nipple, and as it penetrated 
extended. upward and nearly through the 
heart. o of the ribs were broken by 
the force of the blow which did the stab- 
bing. The upward inclination of the cut 
would make it appear impossible for the 
fatal blow to have been dealt as Watson 
was climbing into the wagon. 

Robert Ashworth, the man :who admits 
he dealt the fatal blow, when seen by a 
Times reporter again yesterday refused to 
talk of the case further than to state that 
the reports of his statement as given in 
the papers Were for the most part correct, 
He was called on by a San Pedro attor- 
ney yesterday, who consulted with him for 
1 His appearance yesterday aft- 
ernoon ‘was neithér sc unkempt nor so 
nervous as on the day before.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER.—A glance 
at the auditorium of the Los Angeles last 
night gave’ abundant evidence that the 
summer has waned, and that the buds and 
blossoms of eociety are back in town. And 
let it be recorded that their return is op- 
portune, for to see the players who gave 
the presentation of Sydney Grundy’e play, 
“Sowing the Wind,“ last evening; was 
worth a marked shortening of the season 
at even the seductive resorts that bejewel 
this favored side of the continent. It was 
a brilliant audience—was ‘the one of last 
night—an audience of intelligence and de- 
lighted appreciation. which punctuated the 
charming playing with sallies of applause, 
and which paid it that more emphatic 
tribute; the one of tears. 

Mr. Grundy’s play is all a-bristle with 
human interest—an interest that is tense 
in itself, but that is distinctly intensified 
by the masterly performance of Henry 
Miller, Viola ‘Allen and the coterie of ex- 
ceptionally clever people who surround 
them. To be sure, the motif of the play 
skates dangerously close to the risque; it 
is a play in which a spade is called a 
spade in the boldest language; it is 
scarcely a play for the young person“ 
that we read of in contemporaneous criti- 
cism; it is not food for babes and all that 
sort of “nots,” Dut that it is vital with in- 
terest no one can galnsay. Its plot is not 
extraordinarily complex, but on the rather 
slender frame of a pure young girl's life 
beclouded by a birth out of wedlock is 
built up a series of incidents intensely 
dramatic and interesting, while the lines 
sparkle with epigram and bristle with wit. 
The irrepressible conflict of sex against 
sex —the shame ‘which falls 
woman and leaves the man still an honored 
member of society—is fought out with 
scenes that touch the heart with the in- 
justice of it all, and in sentences and 
phrases that flash like the glitter of ra- 
piers in point and tierce. 7 

There may. be two opinions as to the 
propriety of elucidating such themes as 
are ‘wrought out in Sowing the Wind“ 
before a public audience, but that Mr. 
Grundy has taken an entirely _ probable 
story and made out of it a play that en- 
thralls there can be but one. It rivets 
the attention; it absorbs the emotions and 
leads the auditor through the vicissitudes 
and griefs of the characters who interpret 
it until there is an ache in the heart of 
him and a-elutching in the throat. If it 
be the mission of the drama then to create 
Interest and sustain it the author of 
“Sowing. the Wind’ has accomplished his 
purpose wonderfully well. 

Of the players, in general, one may say 
Praiseful ,things with truth and with 
pleasure. As Barhazon, the love-father of, 
Rosamond Gray, Henry Miller reveals him- 
self in a character entirely dissimilar from 
any which he has appeared in here 
heretofore. Disguised in an almost fault- 
less make-up as an old man, and clad in 
the garb decreed by fashion sixty years 
ago, he was a picture ideal in: character. 
His splendid voice makes the lines of the 
role vibrant with pathos, and the real 
tears ‘which well up in his eyes adds im- 


‘measurably to the realism of the bit of 


playing which is the personification of 
art. His presence is as pleasing as that 
of any player behind the footlights in Amer- 


lea, and the laurels he has won here in 
seasons gone by were added to in copious 
measure last night. 


Viola Allen as Rosamond brought back 
to us all the ‘charm and winsomeness 
which made her playing of Lydia Lan- 
guish in The Rivals” such a delight. Her 
keen intelllgence, her womanlmess, her 
reaching voice, her tremendous reserve 
force, 30 plainly in evidence in the impas- 
stoned passages, gave her playing a quality 


that is rare, indeed. Her art is replete | 
with the most dainty touches of light and | 


shade, and the plaudits she gains are 
fairly won. They were showered upon her 
last night from hands gloved and ungloved 
until the house rang. W. H. Crompton is 
a painstaking actor, who made an ex- 
cellent Mr. ‘Watkin, and W. H. Thompson 
in a role that is reminiscent in make-up, 
and otherwise of Baron Chevrial in “A 
Parisian Romance,“ ‘achieved a distinct | 
success. William Faversham acts with 
passion and power, but his impersonation | 
is marred by a marked staginess and a 
melodramatic stride that has been observed 
in his previous appearances.

to save plaintiff harmless, on account et 
its note, which Hellman transferred to 
a third party. After several extensions of 
time, Hellman opened the new grounds} 
but after giving only about a dozen en- 
tertainments abandoned the enterprise and 
forfeited his lease, whereupon plaintiff com- 


menced suit, and recovered judgment for 


$6737.50,. from which, as well as from an 
order overruling their motion for a new 


trial, defendants’ appebled. This judgment
